CORNER STONE CEREMONY 
REALIZES L ONG-DEFE RRED HOPE

One hesitdt©', lo plor.« on esffrrtOtfi on the number of 
yeai% unr.ç fhe building of a University Gyronosiurr, of 
McGill v/os first hoped ond planned C«rtoinly groducr«s 
of the "go/ nineties" will fell you that the need wos felt 
In their undergraduate days, ond now their grandchildren 
ore old enough to figure out how long ago thor moy be ! 

Similarly the need of or, Arrnoury or Drill Hall for 
the McGill C.O.TC. was felt even before the outbreak 
of the first Great V/or, ond in 1012 fhe Canadian Gov- 
ernment promised to construct a $1 00,000 Armoury if 
ond when the University should provide the land. Lord 
Strathcona said he would purchase the land, the Govern- 
ment did not make good its pert of fhe bargain. Lard 
Strofhcona's intentions, however, were remembered zfxer 
his death by Lady Strathcona who provided ir, her will 
sufficient money to purchase a sire for the building, end 
this bequest is now worth cporo/imctely 5105,000, which 
is being used for part of rhe cost of the &/rr,rcsi'-m- 
Armoury net*/ being erected The lend for rhe building 
has been allotted by the University from "Mccdoncld 
Park," the large property north of Pire Avenue cn which 
have already been erected' rhe Maison Srccium, rhe 
Douglas Hall of Residence, the Pathological end rhe 
Neurological Buildings AJI this g.-cund was bcughr cv 
the late Sir Williom Mccdoncld end presented to rhe 
University in 1906 while he wes Chcncellcr cf the Univer- 
sity. 

When more then six million dollars was subscribed 
by graduates end friends cf the University cs pcrr cf rhe 
Centennial eelebrctien in 1921, it wes excecred mcr ccr: 
of the sum would be used for the construction cf c Gym- 
nasium, but other uses cf the money were deemed mere 
necessary, such as the construction of rhe Arrs Building end 
the new wing of the Redpcrh Library, end increcse in rhe 
capital investments to provide yearly income needed fcr 
increasing the number end cmcunts of scieries pad rc 
the teaching staff. 

Thus, when Sir Arthur Curn'e wes cskec in 1951 
what work could be undertaken by the Grccuctes' Society 
for the greatest benefit cf the Universirv, he stated at c 
meeting attended by Governors cf the University and 
Officers of the Graduates' Scoef. . 'Of all the phvsiccl 
requirements at McGill, none is mere urgent than a Gym- 
nasium," and the Society wos cskect to undertake this 
project o> a service to the University 

It was soon seen that a combined Gvmncsium- 
Armoury Building would be desircble ond the University 
agreed that Lady Strathcona s bequest could be used for 
this purpose. Put the Society encountered many diffi- 
culties In the pursuit of its objective, ond it was net 
until the end of 1935 that the Society, after overcoming 
these difficulties, wos In a position to conduct o fund- 
raising campaign. In the meantime the unfortunate 
death of Sir Arthur Qttrrie in November, 1.93S, had oc- 
curred. It wos decided to ask the graduates to subscribe 
the funds and to erect the Gymnasium-Armoury os a 
' memorial to Sn Artbui as Canoda's outstanding soldier 
and o belovtd Principal of McGill. 

In pebtucuy of 1936, the Society received authority 
from, the University to conduct its campaign which wos 
rest ne ted to gioduotes of the I'mversitv, and oppro.xi,- 
matelv SI 60,000 was raised,. This onvunt was for below 
that (equUed fpi the build'"? os it hod been plormed, 
ond it wos threti \eois before on announcement wos made 
that the University approved the eorlv construction of o 
modified building, whwh wos finally started in Juno. 
1939.

Hit youth, hit brilliant mrc-cr. hi.' 
competenrc in matter.' financial, his popu- 
larity with his students, these are the ehar- 
fccteristics of Mr-Gill's new principal which 
were most talked about yesterday, and 
which will be talked about in the future 
Both near and distant. 

In spite of the achievements winch Pro- 
fessor James has managed to cram into the 
thirty-six years of his life, there are many 
who are amazed thai so young a man 
should have been appointed to the princi- 
palship of this University, one of the larg- 
est and oldest on this continent. May we 
remind them that Sir "William Dawson, 
''the man who made McGill", was even a 
year younger than our principal-elect when 
he was brought, unknown and unsung, from 
the Maritimes, to guide the way of a com- 
paratively new and still struggling Univer- 
sity. Yet. when Sir William died, McGill 
had become famous as a centre of learning. 
Perhaps a parallel will ensue, and McGill 
will become a far more renowned institu- 
tion of learning than it at present. 

Only one word can describe Profes- 
sor James' career between the time hr 
graduated from the London School of 
Economics with the B.Coro. in 1923 and the 
present — phenomena! Ai! this scholastic 
achievement, research and professorial 
work, as well as the wealth of practical ex- 
perience he ha* brought to McGill will be 
used to tiie utmost when he moves from 
the School of Commerce to the East Wing 
next year. 

Very little can we add to what has 
been said about his ability, hie position, 
and his experience as an economist; suf- 
fice it to say that he has gained the dis- 
tinction of havmg been designated by Pro- 
fessor Irving Fisher at one of the seven-

TWO-PIANO TEAM IN RECITAL. 

The third popular Saturday afternoon re- 
cital at Tudor Hall offered Rose Goldblatt and 
Stanley Gardner in a program of original and 
rc-arransed works for two pianos. Tins me- 
dium allows for novel and diverse arrange- 
ment* of tonal combinations and rhythmical 
designs which a solitary pianist can barely 
suggest, if perform at all. 

Bach was well-represented on the program, 
which opened with his Prelude and Fugnc in 
C Minor, an arrangement of his work for organ. 
, It was surprising to note how at time* the 
mass of broad and rich tones emanating from 
the two pianoa reminded one of the .organ, 
especially in the swelling crescendo paaaage* 

If the Prelude and Fugne was reminiscent 
of organ timbre, the Two-Part Inventions 
which followed, were definitely "clavier" in 
character. These were rapidly and deftly exe- 
cuted, and evinced fine gradations of lone. 

In contrasting mood were the two choial- 
preludes. "Humble us by Thy Goodness" and 
In Thee is Joy ". Mu» Go!dblatt and Mr 
Gardner gave a fine performance of these 
works, which were played with a rich and 
flowing tone that is truly Bach. 

Except for Buaonl's arrangement of Moi- 
arts Duettlno-Concertanie. tne remaining 
selection* were representative of present-day 
composers First came the rhythmic "Over fh* 
Hiii* and Far Away ' of Grainger, then the pic- 
turesque romanUci*m of Arnnold B*x* "Moy 
Well", which was played with all the breadth 
and spaciousnes* it suggested Both perform- 
er* seemed to easily absorb the colourful Eng- 
liah atmosphere porUayed by Bax The rhap- 
sodic "Andalousian Dance" by Manuel Infante 
and the tonally exciting Rush Hour in Hong 
Kong" of Abram Ctiaanu completed the form*!

Two strong Red Harrier teams 
will invade Middlebury to compete 
in a triangular meet with Dart- 
mouth and the runners of the local 
university. This is the second time 
that McGiil runners have ventured 
into the friendly land across the 
border. The Harriers came off with 
all the honours in the international 
meet in Hanover last autumn, when 
Cooke and Cowan took first and 
second places respectively. 

McGiil is counting heavily on the 
running of Joe Bcrman who was 
the last man to place last year. 
With a season of hard training and 
a good store of experience picked 
up on active service, local experts 
hold every hope that he will better 
his standing, and even threaten the 
two big C's. Bcrman ran away 
with the 440 and the 880 in the 
Intermediate Track meet. 

Paul Peter is another man that 
the experts figure is due to place 
in the senior chase. Peter put in 
an appearance at Hanover last year 
but was not successful in netting a 
place. 

The chief threats of the Dartmouth 
teams are recognized to be their 
captain, Hal Wonson and Sid Bull. 
These gentlemen, with the assist- 
ance of Bob Williams and the vet- 
eran Lee Trudeau have won a meet 
from the University of Vermont, but 
came to grief in a triangular run 



with Harvard and University of 
New Hampshire. 

Although they have not engaged 
in any Harrier meets this year, the 
Redmen have been training steadily 
throughout the autumn, running 
atound and around the Montreal 
mountain.
